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INTRODUCTION 


Greensboro  College,  originally  chartered  in  1838  as  a  private  institution 
named  Greensboro  Female  College,  enrolled  its  first  students  in  1846.  In  1904 
the  stockholders  decided  to  close  the  college,  which  was  purchased  by  alumnae 
and  interested  parties  and  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  two  North  Carolina 
Methodist  Conferences. 

In  1938  the  College  merged  with  Davenport  College  and  became  Greensboro  College, 
Inc,  In  1954  the  College  became  co-educational  and  many  adjustments  in  the  character 
of  student  activities,  the  instructional  program,  and  physical  facilities  occurred 
in  order  to  provide  for  male  students. 

The  enrollment  of  the  College  in  1964-65  is  approximately  600  students  in 
programs  leading  to  either  a  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  Bachelor  of 
Music,  or  Bachelor  of  Music  Education  degree. 

The  College  requests  approval  of  its  bachelor's  degree  programs  for  the 
preparation  of  elementary  school  teachers  and  secondary  school  and  special  subject 
teachers  of  art,  English,  foreign  language  (French  and  Spanish),  mathematics,  music, 
physical  education  and  health,  science  (biology  and  chemistry),  social  studies 
(history),  speech  and  drama,  and  special  education  (speech  therapy  and  mentally 
retarded) . 

The  College  was  visited  on  February  21-24,  1965,  by  the  following  Committee, 
which  herewith  submits  its  report.

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STANDARD  I— OVERALL  POLICIES 


Greensboro  College  has  been  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Schools  since  1926.  A  committee  of  the  Association  conducted  a  periodic 
visitation  as  an  aftermath  to  an  institutional  self-study  in  April  1964.  The 
minutes  of  the  Association  for  the  December  1964  meeting  held  at  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  listed  Greensboro  College  among  others  that  had  met  the  requirements 
satisfactorily. 

A.  PURPOSES  AND  OBJECTIVES 


The  Statement  of  aims  and  emphases  that  will  be  contained  in  the  1965-66 
Bulletin  reads  as  follows : 

Greensboro  College  aims  to  be  an  excellent  small  college  with  a  close 
relationship  between  faculty  and  students  and  with  a  program  providing 
for  a  broad  liberal  arts  education.  In  addition  to  majors  in  specific 
areas  and  its  liberal  arts  program  as  a  whole  the  college  offers 
professional  curricula  in  music  and  education  and  specialization  in  other 
areas  to  promote  successful  and  useful  living. 

Greensboro  College  sets  for  the  student  the  following  goals: 

The  acquisition  of  ability  to  think  rationally  and  express  himself 
effectively  in  speech  and  writing; 

A  knowledge  of  the  nature  of  the  world  and  of  man  in  a  context  of 
responsibility  as  a  citizen; 

An  understanding  of  the  capacities  and  limitations  of  the  humanities 
and  the  natural  and  social  sciences; 

An  approach  to  the  areas  of  learning  within  the  context  of  the  moral 
and  religious  heritage  of  Judea-Christian  living; 

An  orientation  in  and  appreciation  of  his  artistic  heritage; 

A  realization  of  the  necessity  for  the  continued  pursuit  of  self- 
knowledge  and  wisdom. 

The  same  Bulletin  contains  no  specific  policy  statement  that  the  education  of 
teachers  is  one  of  its  major  objectives.  An  incidental  reference  to  charges  for 
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student  teaching  and  the  description  of  courses  and  policies  implemented  by  the 
Department  of  Education  and  some  of  the  subject-matter  fields  gives  assurance 
that  the  College  is  prepared  to  engage  in  the  training  of  teachers.  Through 
the  years,  Greensboro  College  has  also  prepared  more  than  half  of  its  graduates 
for  teaching. 

The  Committee  on  Teacher  Education  has  recently  obtained  an  official  vote 

of  the  faculty,  the  Curriculum  Committee,  and  trustees  that  the  training  of  teachers 

is  a  legitimate  concern  of  the  College. 

A  statement  of  objectives  for  teacher  education,  formulated  by  a  subcommittee 

of  thfe  Teacher  Education  Committee  and  approved  by  the  whole  committee  and  faculty, 

is  listed  in  the  self-study.  It  reads  as  follows: 

Greensboro  College  believes  that  a  good  liberal  arts  education  is  the  best 
preparation  and  foundation  for  teacher  education  .  .  ,  the  College  believes 
that  the  following  major  objectives  should  be  fulfilled  by  its  teacher 
training  program: 

(a)  to  select  the  strongest  possible  candidates  for  the  program  that  the 
times  and  conditions  permit,  such  candidates  to  possess  the  following 
qualities:  scholarship,  character,  health,  teaching  aptitude  a,nd  an 

earnest  desire  to  teach;  (b)  to  encourage  on  the  part  of  the  student  the 
acquisition  of  the  ability  to  think  rationally  and  to  express  himself 
effectively  in  speech  and  writing;  (c)  to  provide  for  the  student  a  broad 
general  curriculum,  and  a  more  sufficient  grounding  in  a  major,  or  areas  in 
which  he  might  be  called  upon  to  teach;  (d)  to  provide  sufficient  training 
in  materials,  methods,  and  techniques  to  enable  the  future  teacher  to  impart 
his  knowledge  successfully  to  others;  (e)  to  encourage  the  future  teacher 
to  take  an  interest  in  the  learning  process  with  all.  of  its  ramifications, 
including  a  continuing  investigation  into  the  nature  of  the  student;  (f)  to 
encourage  the  future  teacher  to  take  an  interest  in  the  public  school,  its 
philosophies  and  practices  and  the  personalities  and  needs  of  its  students; 
and  (g)  to  hold  before  the  student  always  the  desire  to  improve  himself 
professionally,  as  well  as  the  desire  to  be  of  service  to  others. 

B.  ORGANIZATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION 


Greensboro  College  is  governed  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  32  members, 
representing  eight  chosen  by  the  North  Carolina  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
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eight  by  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  eight  chosen  by  the  Alumni  Association 

and  the  remaining  eight  are  trustees-at-large*  The  full  Board  meets  on  the  second 

Monday  in  October  and  holds  a  semi-annual  meeting  on  the  second  Monday  in  April » 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be 

called  by  them  at  the  request  of  three  trustees* 

The  administrative  officers  of  the  College  are:  President,  Dean  of  the  College 

and  Registrar,  Business  Manager  and  Treasurer,  Assistant  to  the  President  and 

Director  of  Development,  Dean  of  Students,  Associate  Dean  of  Students,  Director  of 

Admissions,  Librarian,  Chaplain,  and  College  Physician* 

The  faculty  organization  has  the  following  stated  duties: 

To  meet  monthly  during  the  academic  year,  to  enact  all  needful  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  internal  government  of  the  College,  to  prescribe  the 
courses,  the  examinations,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  students 
shall  be  admitted  and  instructed;  to  determine  the  nature  of  the  degrees 
conferred  and,  in  the  name  of  the  College,  to  confer  them;  to  prescribe 
rules  for  the  regulation  of  student  publications,  athletics,  music,  dramatic, 
social  and  literary  societies  or  clubs,  and  other  student  affairs;  and 
through  the  president  and  the  dean  of  students  to  administer  such  discipline 
as  the  circumstances  require* 

Committees  of  the  faculty  include  admissions,  chapel  and  assembly,  instruction 
and  curriculum,  lectures  and  concerts,  library,  personnel,  Piedmont  University  Center, 
schedule,  scholarship  and  student  aid,  student  life  advisory  board,  and  teacher 
education* 

The  President  is  a  member  ex-officio  of  all  committees* 

The  Curriculum  Committee  is  the  so-called  "action"  committee*  Suggestions  for 
course  changes  may  originate  with  a  department  to  be  referred  to  this  committee  and 
then  referred  to  the  total  faculty  for  ratification* 

The  Teacher  Education  Committee  is  composed  of  ten  members,  representing  all 
areas  in  which  teachers  are  prepared  and  professional  education* 
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The  Department  of  Education  would  normally  assume  the  role  of  coordinating 
institutional  procedures  relating  to  teacher  education.  Under  the  present  conditions, 
the  Dean  of  the  College  is  imparting  substantial  leadership  in  this  assignment  and 
is  aided  by  the  Committee  on  Teacher  Education  and  the  Department  of  Education, 

The  administrative  arrangement  for  carrying  out  teacher  education  policies  is 
normally  shared  by  at  least  two  committees,  Personnel  and  Curriculum, 

The  Registrar  is  authorized  to  certify  and  transmit  to  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  the  names  of  candidates  for  issuance  of  teachers'  certificates. 
Joint  approval  of  the  Education  Department  and  the  subject-matter  area  is  a 
prerequisite  to  admission  to  teacher  education. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Dean,  the  Teacher  Education  Committee  will 
approve  or  disapprove  the  student's  recommendation  for  a  teacher's  certificate. 
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STANDARD  II— STUDENT  PERSONNEL  PROGRAMS  AND  SERVICES 


A.  INFORMATION  TO  STUDENTS  ABOUT  CAREERS  IN  TEACHING 

Many  students  are  informed  about  teaching  during  the  two  annual  "Hospitality 
Week-ends"  during  which  high  school  seniors  visit  the  campus.  Upon  acceptance 
for  admission  to  the  College,  the  student  is  again  given  information  about  the 
teacher  education  program  during  the  regular  orientation  period. 

After  the  student  begins  his  formal  studies,  he  may  obtain  further  information 
from  (1)  conferences  with  his  instructors,  his  advisor,  or  the  Dean  of  Students; 

(2)  materials  provided  in  the  library;  (3)  bulletin  board  displays;  and  (4)  departmental 
clubs  such  as  the  Student  National  Education  Association, 

B.  DATA  COLLECTED  ABOUT  A  PROSPECTIVE  TEACHER  EDUCATION  CANDIDATE 

Though  there  is  no  committee  formally  designated  as  a  body  to  consider  applicants 
for  teacher  education,  the  following  data  are  used  in  evaluation: 

1,  Scores  on  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 

2,  Pre-college  or  transfer  academic  transcripts  (as  well  as  academic  record 
at  the  college) 

3,  A  formal  declaration  by  the  student  of  intent  to  teach 

4,  Scores  on  the  Sophomore  Culture  Test, 

In  addition  to  the  above,  students  entering  the  music  education  program  must 
demonstrate  musical  aptitude  by  auditions. 

Some  departments  collect  data  in  addition  to  the  above  before  recommending 
approval  of  their  students  to  enter  the  teacher  education  program. 

C.  ADMISSIONS  POLICIES  AND  PRACTICES 

1,  Admission  to  the  College  (according  to  the  1964-65  Greensboro  College  Bulletin) 
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a.  New  Students 


(1)  New  students  must  be  graduates  of  an  officially  accredited 
secondary  school  with  a  minimum  of  16  acceptable  units  or  the 
equivalent  by  examination, 

(2)  The  16  units  must  include  English  (4  units),  history  (1  unit), 
algebra  (1  unit),  plane  geometry  (1  unit),  foreign  language 

(2  units  of  one  language),  science  (1  unit),  2  additional  units 
from  the  above,  and  4  units  in  electives  which  may  or  may  not 
include  the  above. 

(3)  The  student  must  obtain  a  satisfactory  score  on  the  Scholastic 
Aptitude  Test  of  the  CEEB.  Though  no  minimum  scores  are  set, 
the  SAT  mean  score  for  men  in  the  1964  freshman  class  was  990 
and  for  women  was  999.  Rank  in  top  half  of  the  high  school  class 
is  not  mandatory,  but  is  desired.  In  the  1964  freshman  class, 
the  majority  of  the  men  were  in  the  top  three  quintiles,  and  all 
but  three  women  were  in  the  top  two  quintiles. 

(4)  A  major  factor  in  determining  a  student's  eligibility  for  admission 
is  his  predicted  grade  point  average  based  on  SAT  scores  and  rank 
in  high  school  class. 

b.  Transfer  Students 

Students  from  other  institutions  recognized  by  the  Southern  Association 

of  Colleges  and  Schools  or  similar  regional  associations  may  be  admitted

upon  submission  of  an) official  transcript  and  will  be  given  full  credit 

for  work  done  at  the  original  institution  provided  the  work  coincides 
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with  the  work  of  Greensboro  College,  and  provided  that  the  quality 
is  adequate. 

2.  Admission  and  Retention  Policies  of  the  New  Teacher  Education  Program 

a.  A  minimum  grade  point  average  of  2.4  (2.00  is  "C"  on  the  new  schedule) 
is  required  by  the  end  of  the  fourth  semester  for  admission  to  teacher 
education.  The  grade  point  average  required  at  the  time  of  the  student's 
graduation  must  be  2.4.  (Exceptions:  students  graduating  in  .1967  must 
have  a  GPA  of  2.2,  and  those  graduating  in  1968  must  have  a  GPA  of  2.3). 

For  students  not  in  the  teacher  education  program,  the  minimum  grade 
point  average  required  at  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year  is  2.00;  this 
average  must  be  maintained  and  is  necessary  for  graduation. 

b.  A  medical  doctor's  signed  statement  declaring  the  student  free  from 
major  physical  incapacities  or  contagious  diseases  must  be  presented. 

c.  A  recommendation  of  the  department  chairman  in  the  area  in  which  the 
student  plans  to  teach  must  be  presented. 

d.  The  Dean  of  the  College  must  approve  the  applicant. 

Exceptions  to  the  above  standards  require  the  approval  of  the  Teacher  Education 

Committee. 

3.  Admission  to  Student  Teaching 

Under  the  new  program  the  student  will  make  formal  application  for  admission 
to  student  teaching.  The  application  must  be  approved  by  the  subject-matter  department 
chairman  and  the  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education, 

Statistics  were  presented  to  show  that  (1)  the  grade  point  average  of  all 
students  in  the  teacher  education  program  in  1963-64  was  1.58  (1.00  is  "C"  on  the 
present  schedule) —exactly  the  same  average  as  that  obtained  by  the  total  senior 
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class;  (2)  of  73  students  taking  the  National  Teacher  Examination  in  1964,  46  made 
550  or  above ,  27  made  549  or  below,  and  only  one  scored  between  400  and  450 * 

D.  POINTS  AT  WHICH  STUDENTS  ENTER  TEACHER  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

During  his  first  term  at  Greensboro  College,  a  student  may  declare  his  intention 
to  enter  the  teacher  education  program,  and  must  do  so  formally  by  the  end  of  the 
sophomore  year.  No  formal  procedure  of  screening  exists,  but  some  screening  occurs 
through  personal  contact  between  the  student  and  his  department  chairman.  If  a 
student  is  recognized  as  unsuited  for  teacher  education,  the  departmental  chairman 
notifies  and  consults  with  the  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  Dean 
of  the  College. 

Transfer  students  must  conform  to  the  same  standards  as  students  who  have  had 
all  their  work  at  Greensboro  College. 

E.  IDENTIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS  IN  THE  TEACHER  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

Once  accepted  into  the  program,  the  student  is  identified  as  a  teacher  education 

I 

candidate  by  his  consultation  with  the  proper  advisor.  No  other  set  procedures  are 
used.  The  Department  of  Education  keeps  records  of  those  in  the  student  teaching 
phase. 

F.  SCHOLARSHIP  REQUIREMENTS  AND  RETENTION  POLICIES 

Beginning  with  the  1966-67  graduates,  the  teacher  education  graduate  must  have 
a  grade  point  average  of  2.2;  this  average  is  above  that  required  of  the  non-teaching 
graduate  (2.00  minimum).  Each  following  year  the  grade  point  average  for  the 
graduating  teacher  will  be  raised  until  the  minimum  average  required  is  .-2.4,  while 
the  non-teacher  will  still  be  permitted  to  graduate  with  an  average  of  2.00. 

G.  SYSTEM  OF  RECORDS 

There  is  no  consolidated  file  of  records  for  the  teacher  education  students. 

The  Dean  of  the  College  and  Registrar  maintain  the  academic  records;  the  Dean 
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of  Students  maintains  the  personal  records;  and  the  Alumni  Secretary,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  Placement  Office,  maintains  some  records  on  graduates .  These  various 
records  are  available  to  any  faculty  or  staff  member  officially  working  with  the 
student  or  considering  his  qualifications . 

Ho  STUDENT  ADVISEMENT  AND  COUNSELING 

The  Dean  of  the  College  assigns  students  to  advisors  at  the  time  they  are 
admitted.  Students  are  reassigned  advisors  at  the  time  they  indicate  a  major,  if 
necessary.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  advisor  to  counsel  with  his  advisees 

during  the  registration  periods  and  at  other  times  during  the  academic  year.  There 

'V1 

is  no  required  cooperation  between  the  Education  Department  and  the  subject4matter 
departments  in  counseling  and  advisement. 

I.  PLACEMENT  SERVICE 

The  Alumni  Office  is  assigned  the  placement  duties.  In  previous  years  the 
graduating  teacher  education  students  received  the  most  help  in  job  placement. 

J.  FOLLOW-UP  PROGRAM 

The  College  has  no  systematic  follow-up  of  graduating  teachers. 
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STANDARD  III — -FACULTY 


A.  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION  FACULTY 
1.  Number  and  Preparation 

There  are  two  full-time  professional  education  faculty  members,  each,  with 
the  Doctor  of  Education  degree.  One  is  in  the  area  of  elementary  education  and 
one  is  in  secondary  education. 

Because  the  institution  offers  a  special  education  program,  there  are  two 
full-time  faculty  members  in  the  psychology  department  who  devote  approximately 
two-fifths  of  their  time  to  the  area  of  professional  education.  Both  have  the 
doctorate.  In  the  area  of  special  education  there  are  also  two  part-time  instructors, 
one  with  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  and  one  with  the  Master  of  Education  degree. 

There  is  a  full-time  faculty  member  in  music  education  who  holds  the  Master 
of  Music  degree. 

In  all,  there  are  seven  faculty  members,  the  equivalent  of  four  and  three- 
fifths  full-time  teaching  personnel,  involved  in  professional  education  courses. 

Four  of  the  seven  hold  the  doctorate,  and  three  have  master's  degrees.  In  addition, 
there  are  10  faculty  members  who  teach  methods  courses  in  elementary  and  secondary 
education.  Seven  hold  the  master's  degree  and  three  (biology,  foreign  language, 
and  speech)  hold  the  doctorate. 

The  two  key  members  of  the  professional  education  staff,  one  in  elementary 
and  one  in  secondary  education,  are  each  64  years  of  age  and  are  expected  to  retire 
from  active  service  soon.  The  other  members  directly  involved  in  professional 
education  and  supervision  (not  methods  courses)  are  ages  35,  35,  39,  29,  and  58, 
respectively,  with  an  average  age  of  39.  For  the  entire  college  faculty  the  average 
age  of  the  full-time  personnel  is  43  and  of  the  part-time  personnel,  45. 
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2.  Faculty  Loads 


The  institution's  full-time  service  load  is  considered  to  be  15  semester  hours 
per  week,  which  is  in  accordance  with  Southern  Association  standards .  The  service 
load  of  the  professional  staff  stretches  the  limits  imposed  by  the  standards 
expressed  in  the  guidelines.  The  guideline  definition  of  a  full-time  load  is 
supervision  of  20  students.  In  the  field  of  elementary  education,  the  faculty 
member  teaches  6  hours  and  supervises  16  students.  In  secondary  education,  the 
faculty  member  teaches  10  hours  and  supervises  9  students.  It  is  contemplated 
that  in  the  future  the  number  of  students  to  be  supervised  by  each  member  each 
semester  will  be  limited  to  15.  At  present  each  faculty  member  serves  on  two 
standing  committees,  and  the  person  in  charge  of  secondary  education  also  serves 
as  chairman.  Administrative  duties  seem  to  be  minimal,  however. 

The  two  part-time  professional  education  faculty  members  in  psychology  each 
teaches  12  hours  and  supervises  (in  part)  13  and  7  students  respectively. 

Of  the  part-time  faculty  members  in  special  education  one  teaches  6  hours, 
supervises  the  clinic,  and  has  partial  supervision  of  6  students;  the  other  teaches 
3  hours. 

The  full-time  member  in  music  education  teaches  13  hours  and  supervises  2 
students . 

In  the  individual  curriculum  areas,  the  members  teach  the  methods  course  as  a 
proportionate  part  of  their  total  15  hour  load,  and  have  not  in  the  past  been 
actively  engaged  in  supervision  of  students. 

3.  Replacements 

In  the  past  three  years,  there  have  been  only  two  replacements  of  persons  who 
were  involved  in  professional  education  (on  a  part-time  basis).  Both  were  in 
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psychology  and  special  education,  and  in  each  case  a  person  with  the  doctorate 
was  replaced  with  a  person  with  the  doctorate .  One  had  had  no  teaching  experience; 
the  other  has  had  eight  years  teaching  experience  on  the  college  level . 

The  two  key  members  of  the  professional  education  staff  will  retire  presumably 
after  another  full  year  of  service .  Each  has  the  doctorate  in  education  and  it  is 
contemplated  that  each  will  be  replaced  by  a  faculty  member  with  the  doctorate. 

For  the  whole  faculty  there  have  been  five  additions  (not  replacements)  to 
the  faculty  in  the  past  three  years,  two  of  whom  hold  the  doctorate  and  two  the 
master's  degree. 

There  have  been  17  replacements  in  the  whole  faculty  in  the  past  three  years. 
In  each  case  the  person  retiring,  leaving,  or  deceased,  was  replaced  by  a  person 
with  equal  or  higher  degrees,  with  two  exceptions.  (One  of  the  exceptions,  a 
doctorate  replaced  by  a  master's  degree  was  due  to  an  emergency  occasioned  by 
death. ) 

No  members  of  the  faculty  have  received  the  doctorate  within  the  past  five 
years  while  employed  by  the  College.  Four,  however,  are  on  the  verge  of  receiving 
the  doctorate,  i.e.,  have  completed  all  work  except  the  dissertation,  and  two  of 
these  have  only  their  final  examination  pending.  Two  members  of  the  faculty  have 
been  granted  leaves  for  further  study  within  the  past  five  years. 

B.  PROVISIONS  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  GROWTH 

In  terms  of  self  improvement  and  varied  experience,  ten  members  of  the  faculty 
have  taken  graduate  or  refresher  courses  within  the  past  five  years.  Thirty-one 
have  attended  professional  meetings  on  the  State,  regional,  or  national  level. 
Others  have  attended  seminars,  workshops,  or  served  on  visiting  committees  for 
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accrediting  agencies.  Twenty  have  or  are  working  on  special  research  projects, 
and  12  members  of  the  faculty  have  published  57  articles  and  two  books  in  the 
past  five  years. 

The  College  is  a  member  of  the  Piedmont  University  Center  which  makes  research 
grants  to  faculty  members  of  participating  colleges  on  a  matching  basis.  One 
faculty  member  at  Greensboro  holds  a  grant  at  the  present  time.  The  Center  also 
sponsors  a  lecture  program  for  all  the  participating  colleges.  This  enables 
Greensboro  College  to  bring  to  its  campus  outstanding  speakers  for  the  benefit  of 
students  and  faculty.  The  Dean  of  Greensboro  College  is  in  close  contact  with  the 
Piedmont  University  Center  and  has  recently  been  responsible  for  working  out  a 
student  foreign  language  program  for  summer  study  in  Europe.  Greensboro  College 
will  continue  to  benefit  from  any  subsequent  programs  developed  for  students  and 
faculty  by  the  Piedmont  University  Center. 

The  College  encourages  attendance  by  the  faculty  at  professional  meetings  by 
making  available  a  $75  annual  grant  to  each  faculty  member  who  attends. 

The  College  also  provides  a  self-improvement  fund  to  each  faculty  member,  to 
be  used  without  restriction  as  he  deems  best.  This  amounts  to  2 •§  percent  of  his 
annual  salary,  paid  in  May. 

The  College  does  not  have  a  sabbatical  leave  program  nor  a  teacher  exchange 
program.  A  matching  research  fund  of  $5,500  is  provided  by  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  of  the  Methodist  Church.  The  College  recognizes  its  limitations  under 
this  general  heading. 

C.  SALARIES

D.  ACADEMIC  FACULTY:  BY  AREAS 

Art 

The  Art  Department  has  an  80  year  old  part-time  faculty  member  with  much 
experience  in  art  but  with  her  M.A.  degree  in  other  areas.  The  sole  full-time 
faculty  member  in  art  has  her  M.A.  degree  in  art  history  and  education  and  teaches 
21  hours  per  week. 

English 

There  are  three  full-time  and  two  part-time  faculty  members  in  the  English 
Department.  The  teaching  load  of  each  of  the  full-time  members  is  15  semester 
hours;  the  part-time  members  teach  six  semester  hours  and  three  semester  hours 
respectively.  Of  the  full-time  faculty,  one  member  holds  the  doctorate,  and  two 
hold  master's  degrees  in  English. 

According  to  the  department  chairman,  no  member  teaches  a  course  for  which  he 
has  had  inadequate  graduate  preparation. 

Foreign  Languages 

The  faculty  in  the  foreign  language  area  consists  of  three  full-time  and  one 
part-time  teachers.  An  additional  full-time  person  has  been  hired  for  1965-66. 

Two  of  the  full-time  persons  have  the  earned  doctorate;  the  other  member  has 
completed  all  course  work  and  is  writing  his  dissertation. 
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Mathematics 

There  is  one  full-time  and  one  half-time  faculty  member  in  the  Mathematics 
Department.  The  half-time  faculty  member  is  also  the  sole  physics  teacher  and 
has  an  undergraduate  double  major  in  mathematics  and  physics.  His  Master  of  Arts 
degree  from  William  and  Mary  is  in  physics ,  but  included  is  a  substantial  amount 
of  applied  mathematics. 

The  full-time  faculty  member  has  an  undergraduate  major  in  mathematics  and 
a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  mathematics  from  L.S.U.  Her  experience  includes  7  years 
of  public  school  teaching,  16  years  of  college  teaching,  and  one  summer  with  the 
Armed  Forces  program  in  Puerto  Rico.  Her  teaching  load  is  14  semester  hours,  but 
one  of  these  courses  carries  only  3  semester  hours  and  meets  6  hours  each  week. 

Music 

There  are  nine  full-time  and  two  part-time  faculty  members  in  the  Music 
Department.  All  hold  the  master’s  degree. 

No  faculty  member  in  the  department  is  teaching  courses  in  areas  in  which  he 
has  had  less  than  12  semester  hours  of  preparation. 

Physical  Education  and  Health 

There  are  two  full-time  teachers  of  physical  education  and  health-one  man 
and  one  woman.  Both  hold  the  master’s  degree  in  physical  education  and  health. 

In  addition  there  are  five  paid  student  assistants.  The  teaching  load  varies  from 
12  to  15  semester  hours  for  each  teacher.  Faculty  members  are  also  responsible 
for  the  intramural  program  but  the  detail  work  for  intramural  activities  is  done  by 
the  student  assistants. 

Science 

There  are  four  full-time  faculty  members  in  the  Science  Department.  Two  hold 
the  doctorate  and  two  hold  the  master’s  degree. 
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The  teaching  load  of  the  department  averages  15  to  16  semester  hours  per 

week. 

The  preparation  of  each  faculty  member  appears  to  be  sufficient  for  teaching 
courses  in  their  areas. 

Social  Studies 

There  are  three  full-time,  one  three-fifths  time,  and  one  two-fifths  time 
faculty  members  in  the  Social  Science  Department,  An  additional  faculty  member 
in  history  and  one  in  economics  have  been  approved.  One  of  the  full-time  members 
has  the  doctorate  in  history,  one  has  the  doctorate  in  sociology,  and  one  in  economics- 
business  administration  has  the  C.P.A.  The  two-fifths  faculty  member  has  the 
doctorate  in  history,  but  devotes  the  remainder  of  his  time  to  serving  as  Dean  of 
the  College  and  as  chairman  of  the  Social  Science  Department,  The  other  part-time 
member  (three-fifths)  has  the  master's  degree  in  history. 

The  teaching  load  of  members  of  the  Social  Science  Department  is  15  hours  per 
week,  in  accordance  with  institutional  policy. 

Speech  and  Drama 

The  Speech  and  Drama  Department  contains  one  full-time  and  two  part-time 
faculty  members.  The  teaching  load  of  the  full-time  member  is  1.5  semester  hours; 
the  part-time  faculty  members  each  teach  six  semester  hours,  though  one  member  has 
additional  duties  in  the  various  dramatic  productions  presented  by  the  department 
and  teaches  six  semester  hours  in  the  Department  of  English,  The  full-time  faculty 
member  holds  the  doctorate,  and  the  part-time  members  hold  master's  degrees. 

Special  Education 

Since  there  is  no  department  of  special  education,  the  faculty  is  drawn  from 
other  departments  as  follows : 
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1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Psychology  Department  is  a  full-time  professor, 
holds  the  Ph.D,  degree  and  teaches  12  courses,  of  which  5  are  taken 
by  special  education  majors.  During  spring  1965,  this  faculty  member 
has  a  teaching  load  of  11  semester  hours  plus  the  supervision  of  13 
student  teachers  in  the  area  of  mental  retardation. 

2.  A  full-time  associate  professor  holds  the  Ph.D.  degree  in  psychology 
and  teaches  10  courses.  Four  of  the  10  courses  are  required  of  all 
special  education  majors  and  one  course  is  required  of  all  prospective 
teachers  of  the  mentally  retarded.  At  the  present  time,  this  faculty 
member  carries  a  teaching  load  of  12  semester  hours  plus  the  supervision 
of  7  students  in  the  area  of  the  mentally  retarded. 

3.  One  member,  holding  the  M.A.  degree  in  mathematics,  Latin,  and  art,  teaches 
one  course,  Art  231,  Arts  and  Crafts  in  Special  Education,  to  majors  in 
the  area  of  the  mentally  retarded. 

4.  One  faculty  member,  who  holds  the  M.A.  degree  in  special  education,  teaches 
one  course,  Psychology  212,  Problems,  Materials,  and  Methods  of  the  Mentally 
Retarded. 

5.  One  faculty  member,  who  holds  the  master's  degree  in  English,  teaches 
one  course,  English  344,  Children 1 s  Literature . 

6.  The  half-time  instructor,  who  holds  a  master's  degree  in  speech  therapy, 
teaches  a  total  of  four  courses,  all  required  of  prospective  speech 
therapists.  At  present,  this  faculty  member  carries  a  teaching  load  of 
six  semester  hours,  the  supervision  of  the  College  Speech  Clinic  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  from  2:30  to  4:00  p.m. ,  and  partial  supervision  of  the 
student  teaching  of  six  prospective  speech  therapists. 
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7.  Two  courses  (Speech  201  and  202,  The  Fundamentals  of  Speech)  required  of

For  prospective  teachers  Greensboro  College  offers  programs  leading  to  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  or  Bachelor  of  Music  Education, 
Candidates  for  the  B.A.  or  B.S.  must  pursue  and  complete  a  major  subject  of 
30  semester  hours  and  a  minor  subject  of  18  semester  hours. 

In  teacher  education,  programs  are  offered  as  preparation  for  elementary 
school  teaching  and  for  teaching  in  the  secondary  school  and  special  subject  areas 
of  art,  English,  foreign  language  (French  and  Spanish),  mathematics,  music,  physical 

education  and  health,  science  (biology  and  chemistry),  social  studies  (history),

speech  and  drama,  and  special  education  (speech  therapy  and  mentally  retarded). 

For  fall  semester  1964,  the  College  enrolled  590  students,  including  196 
freshmen,  147  sophomores,  154  juniors,  and  81  seniors. 

Table  2  presents  data  on  the  1964-65  junior  and  senior  enrollments  of  those 
preparing  to  teach  and  on  teacher  education  students  graduating  in  1964.

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STANDARD  V— PROFESSIONAL  LABORATORY  EXPERIENCES 


A.  PHILOSOPHY  AND  OBJECTIVES 

A  statement  of  the  philosophy  and  objectives  of  teacher  education,  including 
professional  laboratory  experiences,  at  Greensboro  College  was  prepared  by  a  sub¬ 
committee  on  Philosophy  and  Objectives  of  the  Faculty  in  1958 .  Under  "Philosophy" 
the  statement  reads: 

Sufficient  opportunity  should  be  provided  for  first  hand  laboratory  contacts 

of  students—through  observation,  participation,  study,  and  full-responsible 

leadership— with  all  of  the  major  activities  of  teachers. 

The  statement  also  contains  several  sections  on  general  purposes  and  objectives 
of  teacher  education,  primarily  stressing  the  social  and  philosophical  responsibilities 
of  a  teacher. 

B.  PRE-STUDENT  TEACHING  EXPERIENCES 

The  teacher  education  program  functions  as  four  relatively  independent  plans 
with  some  common  elements . 

1.  Elementary  Education 

At  the  junior  level  all  elementary  education  students  engage  in  the  "Teacher- 
Aid"  program,  which  includes  a  minimum  of  15  contact  hours  in  a  nearby  elementary 
school  assisting  the  teacher  in  various  non-teaching  duties. 

All  junior  elementary  education  students  also  visit  an  elementary  school  as 
part  of  "The  Elementary  School"  course  and  have  some  contact  with  four  and  five 
year  olds  in  a  neighboring  kindergarten.  Elementary  education  students  must  also 
pass  a  writing  test,  including  manuscript  writing,  and  pass  a  spelling  test. 

2.  Secondary  School  Teachers 

Secondary  school  tea,cher  candidates  also  participate  in  a  Teacher  Aid  Program 
at  the  junior  high  school  level,  visit  a  senior  high  school,  and  participate  in 
various  other  laboratory  type  experiences  as  part  of  their  professional  courses. 
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3.  Music  Education 


During  the  junior  year.,  all  music  education  students  conduct  a  regular  and 
complete  music  program  in  a  kindergarten  for  a  period  of  time  varying  from  four  to 
eight  weeks ,  depending  on  the  number  of  music  education  students  enrolled.  Each 
junior  music  education  student  also  has  at  least  30  hours  of  observation  of  music 
classes  at  all  grade  levels. 

4.  Special  Education 

Speech  Therapy  -  All  speech  therapy  students  participate  in  the  experiences 
of  the  college  speech  clinic  during  their  junior  or  senior  years;  participate  in 
the  group  hearing  testing  program  in  the  city  schools;  and  visit  the  Cerebral 
Palsy  School  and  classes  for  the  retarded.  Sample  lesson  plans  are  also  prepared 
and  presented. 

Mentally  Retarded  -  Prospective  teachers  of  the  mentally  retarded  observe 
children  in  the  classroom,  visit  various  institutions,  visit  special  education 
classes,  administer  various  tests,  prepare  lesson  plans,  prepare  materials,  and 
present  materials  prior  to  student  teaching. 

C.  ORGANIZATION  AMD  ADMINISTRATION 

The  College  has  adopted  a  new  program  of  block  semester,  full-time  student 
teaching,  to  become  effective  in  the  1966-67  school  year.  In  the  new  program  all 
student  teachers  will  be  arbitrarily  assigned  to  either  the  fall  or  spring  semester 
and  assigned  full  time  to  schools  for  approximately  eight  weeks.  The  only  exception 
to  this  will  be  the  special  education-speech  therapy  program  that  will  extend  part- 
time  throughout  the  academic  year.  Credit  for  student  teaxhing  will  be  six  semester 
hours  and  students  will  take  another  six  hours  of  work  during  the  second  half  of  the 
semester.  A  regular  seminar  conference  will  be  held  during  student  teaching. 
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Elementary  school  student  teachers  also  carry  a  three-hour  methodology  course 
throughout  the  block  semester.  Secondary  school  teachers  will  carry  a  one-hour 
course  in  Psychological  Appraisal  throughout  the  block.  In  all  programs  the 
minimum  will  be  90  to  120  or  more  clock  hours  of  actual  teaching. 

Admission  to  student  teaching  is  based  upon  previous  admission  to  the  teacher 
education  program,  satisfactory  completion  of  the  basic  courses  in  the  program, 
application  for  admission  to  student  teaching,  and  approval  by  the  subject-matter 
departmental  chairman  and  chairman  of  Department  of  Education,  except  for  special 
education  and  music  education  programs. 

Students  are  charged  a  student  teaching  fee  of  $35  which  is  then  paid  by  the 
College  to  the  supervising  teacher.  The  student  teaching  fee  for  music  students 
is  not  paid  out  directly  but  goes  into  a  special  fund  to  be  distributed  to  the 
schools  and  redistributed  to  supervising  teachers  in  music  according  to  the  number 
involved , 

D,  SUPERVISION  OF  STUDENT  TEACHERS 

The  two  full-time  members  of  the  Education  Department  of  the  College  supervise 

i.  -V 

the  elementary  school  and  secondary  school  student  teacher  by  visiting  them  in  the 
public  school  classroom  at  least  four  times  during  student  teaching  and  conducting 
a  conference  with  the  student  teacher  at  each  visit,  A  member  of  the  Music  Department 
visits  each  music  education  student  once  a  week  during  student  teaching. 

Students  in  special  education  are  not  visited  by  a  college  supervisor  during 
their  student  teaching, 

E,  SUPERVISING  TEACHERS 

Supervising  teacher  assignments  are  made  by  invitation  through  the  Greensboro 
City  Schools,  The  following  are  the  usual  criteria  of  selection: 
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1.  Whenever  possible,  the  supervising  teacher  should  possess  a  master's 
degree  and  have  taught  at  least  three  years. 

2.  Supervising  teachers  must  be  recommended  by  their  principal  and  approved 
by  the  College. 

The  usual  practice  is  to  assign  only  one  student  teacher  to  a  supervising 
teacher  and  to  use  a  specific  teacher  and  group  of  students  only  once  a  year. 

Music  education  student  teachers  are  rotated  so  that  they  have  two  or  more 
supervising  teachers  during  their  student  teaching.  All  supervising  teachers  in 
special  education — -speech  therapy— have  at  least  a  B„A.  degree  in  speech  therapy. 

F.  SELECTION  OF  COOPERATING  SCHOOLS 

The  criteria  used  for  the  selection  of  cooperating  schools  include: 

1.  Approval  of  the  school  by  the  appropriate  superintendent ; 

2.  Approval  by  the  school's  principal 

3.  Approval  by  the  College 

4.  The  degree  of  accessability  of  the  school  to  the  College. 

Since  special  education  students  are  not  assigned  to  one  particular  school, 
permission  for  these  students  is  secured  from  the  appropriate  public  school  system's 
Special  Education  Department, 

G.  EVALUATION  OF  STUDENT  TEACHING 

Procedures  used  to  evaluate  the  student  teaching  experience  include: 

1.  Student  teacher,  college  supervisor,  and  supervising  teacher  conferences 

2.  Student  teaching  evaluation  sheets 

3.  Conference  with  school  principals  and  general  administration  officials 

4.  Student  evaluations  of  the  experience  and  self  evaluations. 

In  mental  retardation  and  speech  therapy  the  effectiveness  of  the  program  is 
based  on  the  progress  of  the  enrolled  students. 
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Ho  CONTEMPLATED  CHANGES 


The  major  change,  officially  adopted,  will  be  the  block  system  of  student 
teaching,  to  become  effective  in  1966-67.  The  new  course  in  the  area  of  the 
"school".  Educational  Foundations ,  will  also  become  effective  in  1966-67. 
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STANDARD  VI—  FACILITIES ,  EQUIPMENT,  AND  MATERIALS 
A.  FACILITIES  AND  EQUIPMENT  AVAILABLE  FOR  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

1.  Offices  and  Classrooms 

The  Department  of  Education  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Arts  and 
Science  Building,  the  major  classroom  building  on  the  campus .  Each  of  the  two 
full-time  faculty  members  has  a  private  office  located  on  the  same  floor  but  in 
two  different  sections .  The  offices  provide  space  for  the  usual  office  equipment- 
desk,  chairs,  shelving  for  books,  and  filing  cabinets- — and  for  conferences  with 
individual  students.  Part-time  secretarial  service  is  provided  for  each  faculty 
member  by  a  student  helper  at  the  rate  of  six  hours  per  week.  Secretarial  services 
involving  matters  of  a  confidential  matter  are  taken  care  of  by  full-time  secretarial 
personnel  in  the  President's  office. 

All  of  the  regular  education  courses  taught  by  the  two  full-time  faculty  members 
are  taught  in  one  classroom  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Arts  and  Science  Building, 
This  room  is  equipped  with  teacher's  desk  and  chair,  chalkboards,  and  eight  tables, 
each  with  six  chairs.  This  classroom  is  also  used  by  other  departments. 

The  Psychology  Department  and  the  Special  Education  program  are  housed  in  an 
old  building  which  formerly  served  as  a  small  dormitory  and  faculty  house.  Each  of 
the  full-time  faculty  members  housed  in  this  building  has  a  private  office  on  the 
second  floor.  One  room  is  used  for  classroom  purposes.  The  other  rooms  are  used 
for  diagnostic  and  remedial  purposes  or  for  special  purposes  in  the  psychology  program. 
The  professional  education  classes  in  psychology  are  taught  in  two  classrooms  and  an 
assembly  room  located  in  the  Arts  and  Science  Building. 

Secretarial  service  is  provided  by  six  students  for  55  hours  per  week  for  all 
faculty  members  in  psychology  and  special  education. 
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2.  Duplicating  Facilities 


Duplicating  machines  are  housed  in  a  centrally  located  room  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  Main  Building,  the  building  housing  all  administrative  offices. 

Supplies  for  producing  and  duplicating  materials  are  available  through  the  business 

i 

office.  Student  help  is  used  to  cut  stencils  and  prepare  all  materials  except 
materials  of  a  confidential  nature. 

3.  Audiovisual  Facilities  and  Equipment 

An  assembly  room  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Arts  and  Science  Building 
is  used  for  audiovisual  purposes.  The  room  is  equipped  with  fixed  chairs,  dark 
shades,  and  a  screen.  Because  of  extensive  use  for  classroom  purposes,  this  room 
is  not  used  by  the  two  full-time  faculty  members  of  the  Department  of  Education. 

There  is  also  a  projection  room,  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  central 
library,  which  is  available  for  the  use  of  all  departments  provided  the  room  is 
booked  in  advance  through  the  librarian.  The  room  is  equipped  with  draw  drapes  and 
an  end  wall  coated  with  high-reflection  paint  and  houses  the  following  equipment: 
two  16mm  sound  projectors,  a  combination  slide-filmstrip  projector,  and  an  opaque 
projector.  Approximately  40  persons  can  be  seated  in  the  room.  This  room  is  used 
to  a  very  limited  extent  by  the  Department  of  Education. 

The  biology  division  has  a  lecture  room  equipped  with  a  new  combination  2x2 
slide  and  filmstrip  projector  and  projector  screen.  The  division  has  some  phonograph 
records  and  2x2  Kodachrome  slides. 

Other  audiovisual  equipment  which  might  be  used  for  the  professional  education 
program  include  a  small  language  laboratory  and  two  small  rooms  equipped  with  tape 
recorders  located  in  the  basement  of  the  library  and  a  departmental  audiovisual 
library  being  established  by  the  Department  of  Physical  Education. 
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4,  Departmental  Budget 


In  the  past  supplies  and  equipment  have  been  secured  through  requests  made  by 
the  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Education,  Recently  a  new  plan  went  into  operation 
to  provide  for  an  annual  budget  for  each  department  based  upon  available  funds  and 
requests  submitted  by  each  department.  In  the  most  recent  budget ,  the  Department 
of  Education  was  budgeted  $569,  These  funds  were  made  available  for  purchasing 
standardized  tests,  books,  and  office  equipment,  and  for  rental  of  films, 

B.  CURRICULUM  MATERIALS  CENTER 

In  the  fall  of  1964  a  special  committee  was  appointed  to  study  the  problem  of 
establishing  a  Curriculum  Materials  Center,  This  committee  recommended  the  Lounge 
of  the  Library,  a  large  (46'  x  36')  room  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  library,  as  the 
best  location  for  the  center.  This  room  is  furnished  with  couches  and  comfortable 
chairs,  several  small  study  tables  with  chairs  and  book  racks  for  current  issues  of 
magazines.  These  furnishings  and  supplemented  by  additional  tables  and  chairs  to 
seat  approximately  36  persons;  shelves  and  files  are  adequate  for  a  wide  selection 
of  materials,  A  complete  set  of  state  adopted  textbooks  for  North  Carolina  has  been 
ordered  and  partially  received.  Some  supplementary  readers  are  available  and  others 
will  be  secured.  This  room  will  continue  to  be  open  to  all  students  during  regular 
library  hours  except  for  such  times  as  classes  may  be  held  there.  Lists  of  supplementa: 
materials  in  the  various  subject-matter  areas  have  been  handed  to  a  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  President  to  order  materials  for  the  Materials  Center,  Included  are 
state  courses  of  study  from  representative  areas  all  over  the  United  States,  textbooks 
used  in  other  states,  a  good  representative  list  of  standardized  tests  and  scales 
and  instruments,  files  of  syllabi,  curriculum  guides  and  courses  outlines,  recordings, 
audiovisual  materials.  It  is  anticipated  that  material  now  available  in  the  classroom 
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used  for  professional  education  and  much  of  the  personal  libraries  of  professors 
of  education  will  be  donated  to  the  college  and  housed  in  the  Curriculum  Materials 
Center. 

At  present  one  person,  a  member  of  the  library  staff  and  a  part-time  member 
of  the  Department  of  English  faculty,  is  in  charge  of  the  Center.  Plans  for  the 
Center  include  provision  for  student  help  and  for  a  regular  budget, 

C.  LIBRARY  RESOURCES 

The  James  Addison  Jones  Library  is  a  modern,  fireproof  building  constructed 
in  1950.  The  library  was  designed  to  house  a  maximum  of  75,000  volumes  and  presently 
contains  approximately  46,000  volumes.  The  top  floor  houses  the  Department  of  Art. 

The  library  budget  has  shown  a  steady  trend  upward  over  the  past  five  years 
and  the  trend  is  expected  to  continue.  Library  expenditures  are  approximately 
5.4  percent  of  the  Educational  and  General  Budget.  The  1964-65  budget  for  the 
Department  of  Education  is  $800  with  an  additional  amount  of  $2100  of  the  Kellogg 
Grant  allocated  to  other  departments  to  secure  holdings  related  to  the  teacher 
education  program.  For  comparison  the  Department  of  English,  Department  of  Social 
Sciences,  and  Department  of  Science  were  each  budgeted  $1200. 

The  College  received  a  Kellogg  Grant  of  $10,000  for  a  three-year  period  to 
improve  the  holdings  for  teacher  education.  The  College  matched  this  amount  and 
this  is  the  last  year  of  the  three-year  period  for  expending  these  funds.  Evidence 
of  the  growth  which  has  resulted  is  the  addition  of  2700  volumes  during  the  past 
year. 

A  library  committee,  composed  of  faculty  members  presently  representing  the 
Departments  of  Religion  and  Philosophy,  Music,  Social.  Studies,  English,  Education, 
Science  and  Mathematics  acts  as  an  advisory  body  to  the  library  staff  on  such  matters

as  apportioning  library  funds  among  various  departments,  purchases  of  magazines 
and  periodicals,  library  hours,  use  of  library  space,  need  for  expansion,  and 
matters  of  discipline . 

The  holdings  in  education  consist  of  approximately  1854  volumes,  with  137 
additional  volumes  in  study  and  teaching  in  all  areas,  and  609  books  pertaining 
to  children's  literature.  The  library  subscribes  to  approximately  230  periodicals 
of  which  about  51  are  indexed  in  the  Education  Index.  In  some  cases  faculty  members 
donate  their  personal  copies  of  periodicals  which  are  not  subscribed  for  by  the 
library. 

The  library  contains  an  excellent  collection  of  atlasses,  a  map,  and  two  globes. 

i 

Bibliographies,  general  reference  works  in  the  fields  of  social  studies,  important 
work  of  collective  scholarship  (such  as  the  Cambridge  Histories),  biographical 
dictionaries,  newspapers,  foreign  language  dictionaries,  and  collections  of  documents 
are  likewise  deposited  in  the  main  library. 

D.  CONTEMPLATED  CHANGES 

Specifications  for  an  additional  classroom  building  have  been  considered  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Board  will  take  action  on  the 
building  plans  in  April,  1965. 

The  new  classroom  building,  if  built,  will  provide  a  new  language  and  speech 
laboratory  and  space  appropriate  for  the  Department  of  Art. 

Plans  have  also  been  developed  to  relocate  the  tennis  courts  to  enlarge  the 
outside  area  in  front  of  the  Physical  Education  Building  so  that  the  Department 
of  Physical  Education  can  expand  its  overall  activities. 

E.  FACILITIES,  EQUIPMENT.  AND  MATERIALS:  BY  AREAS 

Art 

The  Art  Department  is  housed  in  the  attic  quarters  of  the  library.  There  are 
two  studio  rooms,  one  lecture  room,  and  one  office.  Equipment  is  barely  adequate  for 

the  current  enrollment. 
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English 


Four  classrooms,  equipped  with  desks,  chalkboards,  electrical  outlets,  and 
good  lighting,  are  available  in  the  Arts  and  Science  Building  for  use  by  the  English 
Department.  All  full-time  faculty  members  have  offices  in  this  building. 

Equipment  used  includes  a  record  player,  tape  recorder,  and  a  slide  projector. 
Adequate  holdings  of  fiction  and  non-fiction  books  suitable  for  use  in  the  English 
program  are  housed  in  the  James  A.  Jones  Library.  However,  the  holdings  in  up-to- 
date  books  needed  for  professional  training  in  the  teaching  of  high  school  English 
appear  inadequate. 

Foreign  Language 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  uses  three  classrooms  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences 

Building.  The  self  study  stated  that  one  office  was  used  by  the  department. 

I 

Language  textbooks,  records,  record  players,  and  a  tape  recorder  are  available. 

The  language  laboratory  is  composed  of  a  tape  recorder  wired  to  headsets  so  that 
14  students  may  listen  at  one  time.  There  is  no  listen-speak  control  system. 

Mathematics 

Two  classrooms,  equipped  with  desks,  chalkboards,  bulletin  boards,  teacher’s 
desks,  and  electrical  outlets  are  available  in  the  Arts  and  Science  Building  for 
the  Mathematics  Department.  The  full-time  faculty  member  has  a  private  office. 

The  faculty  member  in  physics  and  mathematics  preferred  to  use  a  store  room  adjacent 
to  the  physics  classroom  as  his  office. 

Adequate  materials  a,nd  equipment  particularly  applicable  to  the  mathematics 
program  are  available  and  utilized. 

The  central  library  contains  a  collection  of  books  and  periodicals  suitable 
for  the  mathematics  program.  Additional  materials  can  be  secured  through  the  inter- 
library  loan  program  as  needed. 
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Music 


The  Music  Department  is  located  in  Odell  Building  which  contains  offices, 

11  studio  classrooms,  and  25  practice  rooms.  The  auditorium,  located  on  the  main 
floor  of  the  building,  has  a  large  stage,  orchestra  pit,  and  seating  capacity  of 
1200  persons . 

Instruments  available  to  students  include  10  organs,  41  pianos,  a  harpsichord, 
the  various  wind,  string  and  percussion  instruments. 

The  departmental  record  library  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  records  and 
scores  for  study,  classroom  and  demonstration  purposes.  In  addition,  a  collection 
of  approximately  800  octavo  choral  numbers  is  available  to  music  education  students. 

One  listening  room  is  provided  in  addition  to  the  phonographs  in  each  classroom. 

The  departmental  library  contains  the  major  portion  of  all  music  education  texts  and 
materials  published  in  the  past  ten  years  plus  copies  of  all  currently  published 
graded  music  series. 

Physical  Education  and  Health 

The  Physical  Education  Building  is  approximately  five  years  old  and  is  clean 
and  well  maintained.  The  main  floor  contains  a  large  standard  gymnasium.  The  lower 
floor  of  the  building  contains  a  small  gymnasium,  a  one-wall  handball  court,  three 
isometric  stands,  nine  tumbling  mats,  and  a  horizontal  bar.  A  room  used  for  corrective 
activities,  weight  lifting,  and  weight  storage  is  also  located  on  the  lower  floor. 

Two  offices  are  located  on  the  main  floor  of  the  building,  two  offices  on  the 
lower  level,  and  one  office  in  the  top  floor  level.  The  offices  on  the  main  floor 
are  used  by  instructors  involved  in  both  departmental  administration  and  teacher 
education. 
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The  junior  Olympic  swimming  pool  has  three  diving  boards  and  a  sound  system 
with  underwater  speakers.  One  large  classroom  equipped  for  audiovisual  aids  can 
be  divided  into  two  smaller  classrooms. 

The  outdoor  area  includes  a  small  athletic  field  and  tennis  courts. 

The  Physical  Education  Department  is  setting  up  a  small  supplementary  library, 
composed  of  donated  and  loaned  books,  in  an  office  located  near  the  classroom. 

Science 

Biology 

Two  classrooms  and  three  laboratories  are  used  by  the  biology  staff.  One 
laboratory  is  designed  for  the  general  course  and  two  are  used  for  upper  division 
courses.  Each  laboratory  may  be  used  also  as  a  lecture  room.  Each  staff  member 
has  a  private  office. 

Equipment  such  as  microscopes,  slides,  microtomes,  charts,  models  and  autoclaves 
are  in  sufficient  quantity. 

Chemistry 

One  classroom  is  shared  with  physics.  There  are  two  laboratories  used 

exclusively  by  the  chemistry  staff,  one  for  the  general  course  and  one  for  upper 

■' 

division  courses.  Equipment  such  as  glassware,  p  h  meters,  etc.  appear  to  be  in 
sufficient  quantity.  The  single  member  of  the  chemistry  staff  occupies  a  combination 
seminar  room-office. 

Physics 

One  classroom  shared  with  the  chemistry  staff  is  converted  into  a  laboratory 
by  moving  the  furniture.  The  single  member  of  the  physics  staff  occupies  a  combination 
storeroom-office. 
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There  appears  to  be  sufficient  equipment  for  teaching  the  general  course  in 
physics.  Equipment  has  been  supplemented  by  a  $3,000  appropriation  within  the 
last  year. 

The  library  contains  a  small  number  of  books  in  science  and  subscribes  to 
nine  journals  in  biology,  five  in  chemistry,  four  in  physics,  and  six  general  journals. 

Social  Studies 

The  Social  Science  Department  has  three  classrooms,  including  a  small  auditorium 
type  classroom  seating  75  to  100  students.  They  are  properly  equipped  with  lecterns, 
desks,  chalkboards,  up-to-date  maps,  pictures,  etc.  appropriate  to  such  classrooms. 
Faculty  members  have  private  offices  with  one  exception.  The  part-time  faculty 
member  shares  an  office  with  one  of  the  full-time  members  on  the  three  days  of  the 
week  when  she  teaches . 

While  audiovisual  facilities  are  available  in  connection  with  the  general  college 
program,  they  are  not  widely  used  by  the  social  science  department. 

The  library  has  most  of  the  standard  scholarly  cooperative  works  for  the 
particular  fields  of  history  offered.  In  fact,  history  and  the  social  sciences  are 
probably  the  largest  segment  of  the  library  holdings.  Files  of  a  number  of  general 
and  specialized  periodicals  are  available.  The  library  also  subscribes  to  some  half 
dozen  or  more  professional  journals  in  the  social  studies  fields. 

Speech  and  Drama 

Adequate  classroom  space  to  accommodate  the  number  of  students  taking  course 
work  in  the  department  is  provided.  Each  faculty  member  has  an  office.  The 
departmental  library,  consisting  of  about  200  volumes  in  speech  and  drama  and  about 
300  play  scripts,  is  housed  in  one  of  the  offices. 
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Two  small  rooms,  each  equipped  with  a  tape  recorder  and  a  collection  of 
records,  are  used  as  laboratories  for  voice,  phonetics,  diction,  and  oral 
interpretation . 

Other  equipment  used  for  teacher  education  includes  wall  charts  of  speaking 
and  hearing  mechanism;  models  of  head,  larynx  and  ear;  a  record  player;  curriculum 
studies;  and  stage  and  backstage  equipment  needed  for  dramatic  productions. 

Special  Education 

The  so-called  special  education  department  is  housed  in  an  old  two-story 
dwelling  house  in  fair  condition.  One  classroom  is  equipped  with  a  small  table  and 
chair  for  the  instructor,  two  folding  tables,  and  two  small  tables  with  chairs  for 
the  students.  There  is  a  small  chalkboard  and  electrical  outlets,  but  a  professor 
stated  he  would  be  afraid  to  use  the  electrical  outlets. 

The  two  full-time  professors  of  psychology  and  the  half-time  professor  of 
speech  therapy  have  private  offices.  A  fourth  office  is  available  for  the  instructor 
who  teaches  one  course  or  for  other  purposes. 

Some  of  the  larger  rooms  have  been  converted  into  six  small,  semi-sound-proof 
rooms  available  for  observation  or  administration  of  individual  speech  therapy. 

These  rooms  are  adequately  furnished.  One  observation  room  has  a  one-way  mirror 
and  an  intercom  system. 

Curriculum  guides  for  the  educable  and  trainable  .mentally  retarded  are  available. 
In  speech  therapy,  both  commercial  materials  and  student  created  therapy  aids  are 
being  used. 

Audiovisual  equipment  consisted  of  two  tape  recorders.  Other  audiovisual 
equipment  is  available,  but  is  kept  in  a  building  some  distance  away.  These  was  no 
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evidence  of  any  audiovisual  equipment  being  used  for  instruction  except  the  tape 
recorders . 

The  central  library  includes  approximately  203  volumes  in  the  area  of  special 
education. 
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
